This wide range is given 
because it is difficult to estimate the losses 
resulting from lowered gains and lessened 
milk production caused by the irritation of 
the grubs as they hatch from the eggs on 
the hair, then burrow. through the skin, 
working their way through the body tissues, 
increasing in size until some reach the 
gullet and then move from there to the 
back where they cut holes through the 
sensitive skin. The irritation must be great 
at that stage. The grubs are really 
in the body of the animal for a period 
of approximately nine months. 


It seems strange that the heel fly, 
about one-half inch long, which 
emerges from the pupa when warm 
weather comes in the spring, could 
cause so much damage. This fly does 
not bite or sting, and the buzz is too 
slight for the human ear to detect; 
yet, when it makes its appearance 
among cattle, it frequently causes the 
entire herd to stampede. At such 
times cattle will rush for water, or 
mud, or bushes to escape it, often 
breaking through fences to cause in- 
juries. Perhaps it is an instinctive 
fear, cattle having some conception 
of the suffering caused by the grubs.

TREATMENT—Fortunately, we now have 
an adequate supply of rotenone which is 
found in the roots of the derris plant pro- 
duced in the East Indies, and the cube plant 
produced in South America, particularly in 
Peru. These roots are ground up by im- 
porters in this country and contain: about 
tive per cent of rotenone, the killing agent. 
During the war, the Japs occupied the East 
Indies and many of the cultivated fields of 
the derris plant were destroyed. These are 
now being restored. We are also getting 
an increased supply of cube roots from 
South America. 


Formerly it was a common practice to 
press the grubs out from under the skin 
after the holes appear. This was effective 
as far as it goes because when grubs are 
pressed out before they mature, the flies 
within die. Now, with the rotenone treat- 
ment, a much more thorough job can be 
done with less labor, either py rubbing the 
rotenone dust into the openings with the 
fingertips, or by mixing in with water to 
be applied with a brush. Either of these 
methods are effective, but with larger 
herds treatment can be given much more 
quickly by the use of spraying equipment 
such as is commonly used in spraying 
orchards. 

With the dust method, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recommends a mix- 
ture of two parts by weight of volcanic ash, 
pyrophyllite or other forms of earth that

Five years later he 
hecame President of the organization, a 
position he has held for the past thirty-six 
years. 
Business transacted through the Chicago 
market last year totaled more than 
8700,000,000.00, and the total figure since 
this market was established is approximate- 
ly twenty-six billion dollars. 

“Between 1900 and 1905 Mr. Leonard re- 
built more than 200 acres of the pens sec- 
tion of the Yards, and directed many im- 
provements and innovations in the market’s 
facilities. 

More than any other man he was re- 
sponsible for originating and developing the 
International Live Stock Exposition, the 
world’s largest live stock show, which has 
exerted an immeasurable influence over a 
half century span upon the improvement of 
American agriculture in genera] and its 
live stock industry in particular. 

In 1900 he provided funds and facilities 
for the first Show and continued to improve 
and enlarge its facilities until, in 1934, 
following the Stock Yard fire in May of 
that year, he was responsible for the erec- 
tion of the present million dollar Amphi- 
theatre, devised and arranged in every de- 
tail by him. The International Amphi- 
theatre is one of the country’s finest ex- 
position buildings and a valued civic asset 
to Chicago. 

The work which he has fostered and head- 
ed as Chairman of the Board of the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition has resulted 
in vast improvement in quality and methods 
in the entire live stock industry, including 
ates and feeding of all classes of ani- 
mals, 


Previously, Mr. Leonard had erected the 
Pure Bred Live Stock Record Building and 
installed therein the quarters of the various 
breed associations in order to center this 
activity at the Chicago Yards. 


In 1912 he rebuilt the Stock Yards Inn 
to replace the old Transit House which was 
destroyed by fire. The design and architec- 
bn of the Inn was carefully supervised by 
fo reproducing in its lines the old Here- 
ord Hall in England, and on its west front 
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a duplicate of the front of the John Harvard 
house, : 

In 1925 he erected the Exchange Building, 
the center of major business operations at 
the Yards. He directed the preparation of 
the plans, and designed the outstanding 
characteristics of the building. 

He was responsible for the type of build- 
ing erected for the Live Stock National 
Bank which is a faithful reproduction of 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia adapted 
to the uses of the bank, which was one of 
the first banks to discard the cages of the 
cashiers and tellers. It is one of Chicago’s 
architectural masterpieces. 

He unobtrusively did much to encourage 
4-H Club work in its formative period—a 
world-wide educational and _ inspirational 
movement that has benefited two genera- 
tions of farm youth. He erected a special 
building for the 4-H Club boys and girls so 
that they might exhibit their work at the 
International. It is adjacent to the Inter- 
national Amphitheatre. 

In 1903 he was instrumental in the 
founding of the Saddle and Sirloin Club and 
its world celebrated portrait gallery of 
leaders of the live stock industry, for which 
he provided quarters in the Pure Bred Live 
Stock Record Building at the Yards. 

Mr. Leonard built the Los Angeles Stock 
Yards in 1922, now the largest live stock 
market on the Pacific Coast. 

His mechanical genius resulted in many 
valuable and practical devices such as a 
radical type of fire extinguisher, improve- 
ments in vestibules for sleeping cars, and 
an arrangement of chutes for unloading two 
cars of live stock where one had been un- 
loaded before, and making a continuous 
operation of this very important part of 
the handling of live stock. 

His mechanical genius was unfettered by 
prejudice and he found many new ways to 
improve on orthodox methods of procedure. 
His early business career developed his nat- 
ural mechanical ability and he was un- 
usually well versed in matters pertaining 
to steam, gas, and electricity. 

Mr. Leonard avoided the limelight, per- 
sonal recognition, and acclaim at all times. 
The creator of movements and works that 
have built and maintained Chicago’s 
eminence as a world live stock center, and 
that in multiple ways have contributed in 
untold measure to the prosperity and prog- 
ress of American agriculture and associated 
industries, he was also, in effect, a builder 
of men. 

Loyal and untiring in the energy and 
zeal that he devoted to the vast number of 
projects and enterprises he both conceived 
and developed, he was exacting in his de- 
mands for these qualities in his associates. 
His influence upon character in men can 
never be measured. Men who enjoyed in 
their work a renown that Mr. Leonard con- 
sistently avoided looked to him for their 
guidance, counsel, and inspiration. 

His affiliations, in addition to the Presi- 
dency of the Chicago Stock Yards, were: 

Chairman of the Board of the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition; Trustee of 
the Central Manufacturing District of Chi- 
cago, large industrial area to the north of 
the Chicago Stock Yards which he establish- 
ed and developed; President of the Chicago 
Junction Railroad; President, Produce Ter- 
minal Corporation; President, Mercury 
Manufacturing Company; Chairman of the 
Board. the Lehon Company; Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the United 


States Cold Storage Company; Director, 
Live Stock National Bank; Chairman of the 
Board, International Kennel Club of Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Leonard has four children; Mrs. C. 
Groverman Ellis, of Wayne, Illinois; Mrs. 
Carleton B. Swift, of Pasadena, California; 
Edward A. Leonard, of Chicago; and Arthur 
G. Leonard, Jr., of Wilmington, Illinois, and 
ten grand children and six great-grand 
children.

AIR SHIPMENTS TO GUATAMALA 

Exportation of breeding animals from the 
United States to foreign countries by air 
freight are increasing says the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. During September and December 
nearly 300 head of cattle, calves, saddle 
horses, donkeys, sheep, and goats were 
shipped from Houston, Texas, by plane to 
Guatamala where they will be used by the 
Guatamala government in its live stock im- 
provement program. Additional shipments 
are expected during 1949. 

When farm animals are shipped by air 
some are crated while others are tied in 
stalls as in a stable. The fittings are ad- 
justable for different sizes and species of 
animals. The type of plane used for those 
shipments was a DC-4 and the maximum 
load was 16,000 pounds including the crates. 
Before being loaded on the plane the an- 
imals are required to have sufficient rest, 
feed and water.

last fall it was evident that some- 
thing extra was needed. Before the calves 
were even in it Harold S. Woodward, the 
Woodbarr owner, was afraid that the barn 
might prove to be damp. Theoretically this 
should not be so, as the ventilators built 
into the barn were adequate for needs. But 
not wanting any calf pneumonia trouble in 
the winter Mr. Woodward decided to do 
something about it before putting the calves 
in the barn. 

From previous experience in ventilating 
poultry houses the Woodbarr owner devised 
a ventilating system which does away with 
high humidity and damp barns. Briefly it 
consists of sheet metal ducts in pairs. These 
ducts are located in the four corners of the

barn and come down to about four feet 
from the floor. Each pair on each end of 
the 24 by 60 foot structure connect with 
overhead ventilators on each end of the 
roof. This system, coupled with the ventila- 
tion provided by the regular roof ventilators 
in the center of the roof, have solved the 
problem quite satisfactorily. 

The last two years have seen considerable 
construction work at Woodbarr Farm. Most 
of it is out of the way. And in doing it 
Mr. Woodward has worked on two ideas 
which he has had for some time. One: 
that a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus farm, 
located on a well-traveled highway, has a 
decided sales advantage over one harder to 
find. He thinks this is especially true for 


newer herds, but is of the opinio i 
has a decided dollars and aa we ecrde 
for older, and well known herds as well, Jn 
this connection it should be mentioned that 
the present Woodbarr Farm ig located on 
Illinois Route 2, between Rockford, Illinois 
and Beloit, Wisconsin, a paved highway 
carrying a lot of traffic. 

In the second place Mr. Woodward had 
the idea for some time that for a beef herd 
it is better to put up new buildings, rather 
than try to remodel old buildings. This, of 
course, if it is possible to get a farm with 
few improvements and start from scratch, 
Formerly owning a good, pure bred dairy 
herd, and a well improved farm with bars 
built for dairy farming. When he dispersed 
his dairy herd several years ago and decid- 
ed to go into Aberdeen-Angus he was faced

So the farm was 
sold to a dairyman and 4 
better located farm pur 
chased.

The land was in a good state 
of fertility. But the build- 
ings were such that they 
could best be torn down al 
new buildings started from 
the ground up. The construc.

‘A show barn of block com 
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‘tion, measuring 40 by 72 feet, was first 
ay Then followed a metal barn 40 by 
100 feet of quonset construction for hay 
sorage. To this has been addd an open 
shed on the south for the cow herd. Also 
one of the first construction jobs was to 
put down plenty of concrete in the yards 
to keep the cattle out of the mud. The 
new ealf barn was One of the last buildings 
put up. 

One of the first building jobs, however, 
was that of fencing. Fronting on the high- 
way are four “show pastures” totaling sev- 
eral acres which can be used for the young- 
er stock, or the bulls, and which have proven 
yaluable in attracting visitors. “Good Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in a good pasture, and 
near the highway, will attract attention. 
And if a man is at all interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus he will stop. I know I do, 
when I am driving through the country,” 
Mr. Woodward says. 


The first Aberdeen-Angus purchased by 
the Illinois man were secured in 1944. At 
this time an Iowa herd was visited and a 
sizable foundation was purchased. Since 
that some top cows have been added out of 
a number of good sales. Having had ex- 
perience with pure bred Holsteins, and pre- 
vious experience in breeding prize winning 
Boxer and Chow dogs, Mr. Woodward knew 
that a top sire was of utmost importance. 
So after much looking and traveling he 
ended up not too far from home at Lake- 
wood Farm in Wisconsin. The bul] bought 
was Prince Eric of Lakewood, by the fam- 
ous breeding bull, Prince Sunbeam 19th. 
Dam of Prince Eric of Lakewood was Ever- 
green 36th of Sunbeam, by Barbarian of 
Rosemere 103d. This cross has produced 
some of the top cattle in the Fullerton herd, 
and in this instance did not miss, either. 


For in Prince Eric of Lakewood the newer 
Illinois breeder not only has secured one of 


the good bulls of the breed, individually, 
but a bull that is siring very desirable 
calves. . 


Among the good producing cows in the 
herd are several daughters of Prince Sun- 
beam 19th.

While the Vaughn herd contains a con- 
siderable number of good ones we refer 
specifically to two of the well known ma- 
trons of the breed—Erianna B. 6th and 
Barbaramere 15th. In just good breeding 
condition and handled like any of their less 
famous sisters it was easy to spot these 
two in the herd. 

Erianna B. 6th, of course, is the cow that 
holds the world’s record selling price for 
beef. cows. International grand champion 
female in 1940, a daughter of the Inter- 
national champion of 1939—Envious Black- 
cap B. 6th, she was bought by Vaughn 
Brothers, of Michigan, in the Tolan sale of 
1946. Her dam was Revianna, by Revolu- 
tion 84th, and one of the great producing 
females of the breed. For in addition to 
the 1940 International champion female she 
was also the dam of Erianna B. 2d, Chi- 
cago champion in 1937, and the $30,000.00 
Erian B. 7th, reserve champion bull at the 
1944 National Show and Sale. 

Just ten years old Erianna B. 6th could 
pass for a younger cow. She still has that 
look of a champion, the fleshing and sub- 
stance for which she was famous in her 
younger days. Still good in her feet and 
legs she has shown no signs of being hurt 
as producer, either, due to her show ring 
career. When she was sold in the Tolan 
sale she had a strapping bull calf at side 
sired by Prizemere 364th. Today he is the 


[ VEN on a near-zero day, without bene- 
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senior sire in the Vaughnshire herd—Prize- 
mere Erianna 5th. She was sold bred to 
the old champion, Eileenmere 85th, and 
from this mating produced Erianna V. B. 
85th, one of the few double-bred champions 
in the country. That this heifer is prob- 
ably the best young individual in the herd, 
regardless of her pedigree, probably will 
come as no surprise to students of breeding.

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The state of the few buildings did not worry the 
new owner too much. They could be forgotten 
and barns and sheds added new as they were 
needed. This was in 1936. 

The first step in the land-rebuilding program 
was the liberal use of lime and phosphate, plus 
legumes—plus barnyard fertilizer. From the start 
cattle feeding was resorted to in the battle to re 
store both fertility and organic matter to the thin 
soil. “It took five years of this treatment to get 
the land up to better than average production tor 
this part of the country.” Today not a great deal 
of the 1,100 acres at Lakewood is devoted to crops, 
But all of the hay and straw and oats and barley 
used is produced on the farm. Enough com is 
grown to fill three large silos. The production to- 
day at Lakewood is proof of what can be done with 
the liberal use of manure and the plowing under of 
legume crops. 

All of the steers fed at Lakewood for a six- 
year period were Herefords. All except.one bunch, 
They were Doddies from the southwest, and one 
of the last lots of steers fed out. The longer Les 
O’Bryan watched these the better they looked. 
They were good doers. They were uniform, smooth, 
quiet and naturally hornless. For some time he 
had been considering putting in a beef herd. Those 
Aberdeen-Angus steers convinced him as to breed. 
There followed a period of inquiring, reading and 
studying. The decision was made to start with 
good cattle. 

In the spring of 1942 one of the buyers at the 
auction of Sunbeam Farms, Miami, Oklahoma, was 
L. L. O’Bryan, of Wisconsin. He had his mind set 
to get some good ones. He did. Fora bull he 
selected Prince Sunbeam 19th, a son of the 1938 
International champion Black Prince of Sunbeam, 
Junior champion the fall before at the National 
show at Dallas and at the American Royal, and a 
first prize winner at the 1941 International, he was 
the most popular bull in the auction. It didn't 
take long for the bid to get to $4,000.00, with a 
half dozen men interested.

In view 
of the price situation prevailing at beef 
cattle markets throughout the nation, these 
discussions quickly turned to that of prices. 
The demand for sausage and canned meats 
accounted in part for the price paid for low 
grade cows and heifers to appear out of 
line with prices paid for good and choice 

cattle. 
The highlight of the field day was a dis- 
cussion by Prof. A. J. Dyer, of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. His topic was “Use of 
-asture in Beef Production”, complete with 
a motion picture in color showing the actual 
steers during different phases of the ex- 
periment. The purpose of the experiment 
was to market 1200-1250 pound steers with 
good finish and yield, feeding a minimum 
of corn. The procedure requires two years, 
starting with calves in the fall weighing

Most of the breeding cattle donated from 
the Eastern area for the National Aber- 
deen-Angus Memorial Building Fund Sale 
are now being consigned to the locai, state 
and district sales. A great many of the 
steers already have been sold and their pro- 
ceeds turned over to the memorial building 
fund, writes Milt Miller. Nearly all of the 
State Association sales will have Building 
Fund cattle consigned and the net sale price 
will be turned over to the fund. 


The Virginia Aberdeen-Angus Association 
has inaugurated another group type sale of 
unfitted cattle and at the same time is open- 
ing up a new territory of the state, reports 
Milt Miller. This new sale is to be called 
the South Side Sale and will be held in the 
Blackstone Auction barns at Blackstone, 
Virginia, on April 9th. Local breeders 
within this district of the state have con- 
signed more than sixty head of young ecat- 
tle to the sale. A few more head will come 
from other districts of the state. The 
South Side section of Virginia is largely a 
tobacco and truck crop area, points out Milt. 
The need for manure and a more widely 
diversified agriculture has given rise to 
rapid expansion of Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing herds in this area. The produce of 
these herds will make up a large part of 
the sale consignment. 


Final plans for the Eastern Regional 
Sale at Trenton, New Jersey, on April 1st 
and 2d were discussed at a meeting of the 
sale committee in Trenton, February 17th. 
Manager W. A. McGregor reported that 
the selection committee had accepted about 
eighty head. He said that the consignment 
consisted of the highest quality cattle ever 
offered for this sale. 


The Midwest spring sale circuit is getting 
underway. To date, the attendance has been 
very good and the consignors are receiving 
satisfactory prices for their cattle. 

Bob Duprey says there will be around 
fifty county and district association spon- 
sored sales in the Midwest in this spring. 
Many of the consignors purchased their 
first Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the various 
association sales and are now selling their 
progeny through the same sales. These 
newer Aberdeen-Angus breeders are en- 
couraged by realizing that most or all of 
their original investment in good Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle is returned through coopera- 
tive county, district and state association 
sponsored sales. These sales afford a won- 
derful opportunity to make more people 
“Aberdeen-Angus Conscious” in the various 
territories in which they are conducted, 

The Midwest Aberdeen-Angus breeder is 
enjoying a strong demand for serviceable 
age bulls. Already many of the eighteen- 
month or older bulls have moved into com- 
mercial channels. If this demand continues 
as indicated by inquiries, most of the ser- 
viceable age bulls will be sold by mid- 
March.

GIVES POINTERS ON 
BEEF HERD CARE 


Producing profitable beef cattle is a mat. 
ter of following sixteen important pro- 
cedures which have been summarized brief. 
ly by Henry Mayo, Purdue University ex. 
tension animal] husbandryman, in a leaflet 
recently published by the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service of the University. 


Production of spring calves is considered 
more efficient by most cow herd owners, 
January or February calves usually do not 
have much digestive trouble as the cows 
ordinarily give about the right amount of 
milk at this time of year for the calves, 
When pasture time arrives in April or May, 
the cows give more milk and the calves are 
large enough to make use of the increased 
milk. 

Mayo said that calves should be kept 
gaining and not allowed to lose their baby 
fat. ‘:his can be accomplished by ample 
pasture. particularly lesnedeza, and also by 
ere2p feeding if the cattle man finds the 
practice practical for his operations. Cows 
and calves both should have free access at 
all times to a mixture of equal parts of 
bonemeal and iodized salt.

Mr, Wiley’s interesting and authoritative 
presentation of facts bespeaks the exhaus- 
five study he has given the subject. 

4s an indication of 
the approach Mr. Wiley 
makes to the fascinat- 
ing history of Aber- 
deen-Angus families, I 
am taking the liberty 
of quoting from the 
opening chapter of his 
book. “The contro- 
versy that has raged around the use of 
family names for cattle has been going on 
for many years and will doubtless continue 

many more. 

“— ax breeder, bewildered by the 
many pros and cons, might turn to the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation for the official stand on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Frank Richards, Secretary of the 
‘Association, has recently made that stand 
very clear. In a letter dated April 19, 1947, 
Mr. Richards said in part: ‘This Associa- 
tion has never at any time considered any 
particular family as official, nor have we 
ever discredited any family name. The as- 
sociation does not want to enter into any 
controversy whatever as to the list of fam- 
ilies to be used by breeders in naming their 
cattle. If there be contradiction and con- 
fusion, it has come about because a lot of 
family names have been started that all 
stem from one family tribe.’ 

“This is very much to the point. The 
breeders themselves originated the use of 
the family names. It is by the breeders 
that the system is still maintained. It may 
be of value, however, before considering the 
history of the families, to examine the 
arguments on both sides of the family 
question. 

“The opponents of the system (and they 
have been neither backward nor tongue- 
tied in expressing their opinions) will state 
first of all that the foundation cow for any 
given family is now so far removed from 
the modern descendants of the line that any 
use of the name of the original cow is a 
farce. For example, a modern Miss Bur- 
gess will be at least fifteen generations re- 
moved from the foundation cow of that 
name. It becomes immediately obvious, 
therefore, that the influence of the original 
a on her modern namesake is 

esimal., 

. Mathematically, a calf fifteen genera- 
tions removed from Miss Burgess 753 car- 
nes 1/32,768 part of inheritance from that 
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cow. Actually, of course, other lines in the 
pedigree will normally also lead back to 
Miss Burgess, giving her a slightly greater 
fraction of influence. But even with sev- 
eral crosses, the influence of the foundation 
cow on our Miss Burgess of today is so 
slight that from a genetical standpoint, the 
use of the family name is entirely mis-lead- 
ing. No pedigree can be logically studied 
from any angle 

except as a whole, 
with the accent 
on the animals 
that make up the 
first two genera- 
tions. 

“The  prosecu- 
tion also tikes to 
bring up the sub- 
ject of fads as 
one of the great- 
est evils of the 
use of family 
names. Members 
of the Dud fam- 


ily, let us say are scarce. Some breeder has 
recently imported one and sold it at a well 
advertised long price. Other breeders de- 
cide that they would also like to have Duds 
in their herds. The boom is on! And we 
find the not uncommon situation of a com- 
petent judge placing a member of the Dud 
family third in her class at a well attended 
show and sale, and then having the breed- 
ers themselves give her top billing by pay- 
ing the top price of the sale for her. A new 
feather is thereby added to the Dud cap 
quite unfounded by the merits of the in- 
dividual involved. This is obviously not 
constructive breeding and constitutes a ser- 
ious charge. By giving a fictitious value 
to members of certain families while cast- 
ing a fictitious slur on others, this practice 
interferes with the free selection of the 
best breeding stock. A breeder has to have 
high ideals and a strong character before 
he will buy the best individual of a sale in 
preference to one that, although not as 
good an individual, will produce calves of 
another family, the members of which are 
currently fetching three or four times the 
prices paid for those of the first family. 

“In conclusion, the case against the family 
system would not be allowed to rest until 
it was pointed out that the use of the fam- 
ily name has been almost entirely abandon- 
ed by the other breeds which once used it, 
leaving the Aberdeen-Angus breeders the 
last remaining group to name their cattle 
on a family basis. The Shorthorn breeders 
pursued some violent fads during their use 
of families. Notable tribes waxed and 
waned, large prices were paid for the cur- 
rent favorites, and then a few years ago 
the practice began to disappear altogether. 
Today the accent is being placed on the 
pedigree as a whole. ; 

“But what about the other side of the 
question? Those breeders who constitute 
the Counsel for the Defense (and there are 
many of them) are inclined to dismiss the 
charges as being a tempest in a teapot. 


They maintain that the family name is 
not misleading to the informed breeder, and 
that if a breeder is not informed he should 
be. They contend that the family name is 
a convenient method of naming cattle and 
keeping them in well-defined groups for 
classification and development. Used in the 
proper way it is a definite form of line 
breeding by which adequate and proper at- 
tention is paid to the female side of the 
pedigree rather than having the top cross 
given unwarranted prominence. Modern 
research into the subject of genetics shows 
conclusively that the heritage of an animal 
comes in equal part from both parents. 
The cow’s influence on her offspring is 
therefore equally as great as that of the 
sire. True-breeding stock comes only when 
certain characteristics have been so fixed 
that they are passed on by both sire and 
damn. A scientific use of the family name, 
therefore, would come in mating members 
of the same family that were also line-bred 
on both sides from this family. 

“Another chief argument in favor of the 
family system is that many of the well 
known families have been represented in 
the herds of the most constructive breeders 
and have received the benefit of years of 
work that the lesser known families have 
not had. Certain family names stand out 
as having acquired this background and are 
therefore preferred to tribes that have 
never gained particular favor with the 
leading breeders. 

“In the past there have been comparative- 
ly few figures to show just which families 
are the ones that have received the benefit 
of this constructive breeding to a point 
where they have been able to meet and 
overcome competition at our leading shows. 
It is our desire to show in this book by a 
careful analysis of the first, second and 
third prize-winners at the International for 
the past twenty-five years just which fam- 
ilies have been outstanding in this respect 
and which have not. The International Live 
Stock Exposition held during the first week 
in December of each year at Chicago has 
long been the final Court of Appeals for 
the show circuit. The rival champions and 
runners-up from the smaller shows held 
earlier in the year are gathered together to 
compete for the highest award that the 
live stock world has to offer: International 
Grand Championship. Leading authorities 
for each breed are invited to judge, and the 
breeder of the supreme champion of his 
breed can return home with the knowledge 
that there is no greater glory. 

“The Counsel for the Defense, in sum- 
ming up its case, might point out that the 
family name is firmly established as a 
definite part of an Aberdeen-Angus pedi- 
gree. It is not only a colorful and inter- 
esting aspect of pedigrees, but if viewed in 
its true perspective, adds another line of 
important information to be analyzed in 
mapping out a constructive breeding pro- 
gram, without which no herd can hope to 
be successful. As for fads and fancies, 
they are inevitable with pure breeds of live 
stock, and if the family name is not at the 
bottom of some current craze, some other 
aspect of breeding will be. 

“After considering all the arguments 
with regard to the use of the family name, 
the new breeder is faced with the inevitable 
conclusion that no matter whether the fam- 
ily system is beneficial or detrimental to

RICE fluctuations in the cattle market 
P during February have been marked 
down as some of the widest in history. 
In a wide open break early in the month 
quotations dropped to the lowest levels 
since OPA controlled the prices. Then a re- 
covery Set in and for two solid weeks prices 
charted a higher course. 

A lot of people don’t realize the fact that 
trading in live stock markets, feeding opera- 
tions and also consumer buying of meats, is, 
and has been for the last six months, 
getting a complete over-hauling. The day’s 


of unlimited demand are gone; no longer is 


it possible to sell a half-fat steer for almost 
the same price as a finished animal, and the 
buying power of the public is gradually 
dipping downward. In reality, we are get- 
ting back to conditions that existed before 
the war. That is true in industry also. 
The production of manufactured goods re- 
mains at a good high level, but it is being 
done more economically and the finished 
product is better assembled than most items 
were right after the war ended. That is 
due to consumer demand for the best, which 
is only natural, and in turn it creates great- 
er competition. 

The same way in this meat and live stock 
industry. During the war and shortly after 
the war when demand was greater than the 
supply city folks were glad to get red meat 
of any kind. Some of these dastardly fel- 
lows that killed by moon light were even 
pushing. horse meat to the meat hungry 
public. 

But that is all changed. Now you can go 
into your favorite butcher shop and even 
have the butcher show you both sides of a 
steak. If you don’t like the meat or the 
price you walk off. And if it really is the 
price that is in question there are plenty of 
substitutes that consumers can turn to. For 
a long time there were many people who 
felt that it was impossible to go through a 
day without meat. But when there is a 
pinching of money there can’t help but be 
a reduction in consumption. The result is 
that we see quite a bit of fluctuation in con- 
sumer demand for meats as well as wide 
price swings in the dressed meat trade. 

You no doubt will recall that in February, 
1948, the cattle market broke wide open in 
one week, and the decline this year came 
almost exactly one year later. All winter 
long the buying side has been picking 
away at price levels and while we did see 
so higher markets there were more of 
them that were lower than higher, Pressure 
most of the time was on the so called new 
crop kinds, and as was the case a year earl- 
ier, packer buyers were out to punish this 
class. Their argument is that this type of 
fed cattle just won’t fill the bill. When the 
hide is taken off these cattle they do show 
a little white fat, but the yield is so poor 
when compared with long-feds that the 
final cost is generally far out of line. In 
their efforts to push these cattle to lower 
levels as the month opened buyers were so 
successful that other classes and grades 
were carried down also. At the low time 
the bulk of the fed cattle coming here sold 
from $18.50 to $23.00 and it is very prob- 
able that none that had been bought last 
fall were selling at anywhere near first 
cost. 

Even though farmers are taking quite a 
loss on cattle bought last fall the one good 
feature is that they are not having to take 
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a mortgage on the farm to withstand the 
loss. After all, this cattle feeding business 
had been pretty profitable for the greater 
part of ten years and it enabled the ma- 
jority to not only pay off their debts but 
also to stack up a little reserve. And don’t 
for a minute think that this licking is going 
to end their cattle feeding days. At this 
time there is a very broad demand for re- 
placement stock. In fact, it is greater now 
than a year ago and there are fewer cattle 
available. What contracting is being done 
now for grass delivery is reported to be 
from $23.50 to $25.00 and better for good 
quality cattle. The bulk of the demand is 
for better quality kinds for the price spread 
between the medium grades and good kinds 
is so narrow. The thought here is that it 
is good buying to invest just a little more 
money and get so much more quality. 

Now I did say that most of the ordinary 
cattle feeders aren’t losing their shirt in 
this break, but that probably isn’t so for the 
big time operators, and especially those 
running the commercial feed lots in the 
West. They can’t help but loose a lot of 
money on their dealings for thig winter. A 
lot of these big lots were being emptied as 
this market went down and it was hurtin’ 
plenty. You say they made a lot of money 
during the war years? Yes they did, but 
Uncle Sam also took a good bite out of 
their incomes. Now that they suffer a loss 
they suffer it alone, cause good old uncle 
isn’t going to lay out any cash to help them 
out of a hole. 

The present quotations on the bulk of 
slaughter cattle are between $4.00 and $5.00 
per cwt, above the low time of the month. 
Most of the fed steers and yearlings sell 
from $22.50 to $26.00 while choice kinds go 
upward from $27.00. A few loads have 
been able to score $28.00 and $28.25 on the 
recent rise. And while the majority of 
steers are still selling under their first cost 
that extra $50.00 to $75.00 that has been 
added onto each steer from the low time is 
paying for quite a bit of feed. The support 
in the market most of the time has come 
from eastern order buyers and shippers 
while the larger packers have been a little 
slow to follow the advance. Every now and 
then, especially when the dressed market 
shows a spurt, then these bigger buyers 
come in and trading becomes very active. 

When you get right down to bare facts 
the feeling in the market isn’t real good, 
and it suggests that we may have some ups 
and downs unless receipts turn very light. 
Behind this rather dull tone is smaller con- 
sumer demand since meat prices have been 
markd up. Then too both the retailers and 
packers are wondering how much effect this 
Lenten season will have. Lent this year 
lasts until April 17th and sandwiched in 
there are a couple of days in which there 
will be no kosher slaughtering. These fac- 
tors have a baring on the market and 
should be considered if you plan to market 
cattle in the next month or so. 

The market on other classes of cattle 
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Even though this is still winte 

is a lot of snow in some parts of the -_ 
try, the real cattle feeders claim they a 
already see signs of pastures greenin : 
here and there. I know they are only ou 
ing, but they are the boys that are hot for 
thin cattle to go on grass just as S00n as 
possible. From that time on and perhaps 
well into the warmer weather we may see 
rather small marketings of fat cattle. 4 
lot of the thin cattle that went out last fall 
were light yearlings and calves and no mat: 
ter how they are fed they won’t be back for 
a while. Furthermore, with an abundance 
of grain on farms the tendency may be to 
feed for a somewhat longer than usual 
period. 


Another thing worthy of note ig that 
economists are paying just a little more 
attention now to cost of living figures, The 
decline has been rather marked from the 
high time of last year and sharp enough gp 
that some wages have been adjusted down- 
ward. Other industries have withdrawn de- 
mands for fourth round wage increases, 
There are also reports of lay-offs in cer- 
tain industries, but the newspapers must be 
pretty short of news to give all the space 
they do to these facts. When you really get 
into this business of less help it is another 
case of more efficient operations, One large 
outfit here in Chicago layed off their night 
gang, and found they could produce within 
twenty-five vercent of their previous level 
with just a day gang. Things like that are 
catching. My wife found out I wasn't 
alergic to paint, bought a brush, saved 
$16.00 in one room by having me paint it. 
Ohhh, my arm.

That goes, not only for the Taft-Hartley 
issue, but the question of what changes 
should be made in present wage-hour legis- 
lation. : 

rm groups put up a big howl when 
a ge proposed in the House which 
would extend minimum wages to agricul- 
tural workers on larger farms. The legisla- 
tion in question (HR 2033) 1s vague on the 
extent of farm coverage, but it is being in- 
terpreted as applying to employers of three 
or more full-time hired hands. on 

The same bill would boost the minimum 
wage from 40 cents to 75 cents per hour. 

A continuing and bitter debate is expect- 
ed by observers in Washington before wage- 
hour legislation is passed. It’s better than 
50-50 that when it does farmers will con- 
tinue to be exempt from the hourly wage 
minimums that apply in industry. 

In case wage minimums should be extend- 
ed to some farms, most farm leaders here 
will plug for a “parity” standard. That is, a 
minimum wage which would move up or 
down with changing living costs. 

The present minimum wage would be 
about 68 cents an hour, instead of 40 cents, 
if congress approved an increase in line 
with present living costs. 


Back of the current, red-hot fight in 
Washington on farm price supports is a 
growing movement of special interest to 
live stock producers. 


Backers of a direct-payment plan for 
support of at least some farm commodities 
appear to be gaining ground. Leaders of the 
major farm organizations have fought this 
idea tooth and nail in the past. 


_They have made it clear that they don’t 
like “outright subsidies.” 


But there are now signs that some of 
them might go along with direct income 
payments to farmers. They would do it 
reluctantly, but might prefer this method of 
support to rigid, high-level price guaran- 
tees which almost certainly would mean 
gaa government controis over produc- 
on. 
_ Ifa direct-payment support plan is tried, 
it might be used on live stock first .. . 
probably for hogs, although beef could be 
included later. 


_ Chief salesman for the direct-payment or 
Income subsidy idea is Prof. Theodore 
Schultz, of the University of Chicago. Un- 
der his plan, a “fair price” for farm com- 
modities would be announced in advance of 

€ production season. The commodities 
would then sell on an unprotected, free mar- 
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ket, giving consumers the benefit of lower 
prices when production is large. 

Then, if the farmer’s market price were 
below the guaranteed “fair price”, Uncle 
Sam would make up the difference in direct 
income payments. 


Is the 5-year downtrend in cattle and 
calve numbers being reversed ? 

Live stock experts at USDA hope so. And 
their latest figures are encouraging. 

Present numbers are about one per cent 
more than a year ago. That isn’t much to 
go on. But it is the breakdown of the over- 
all figures that interests the live stock au- 
thorities. 

Although dairy cattle numbers are down 
two per cent, steers are up about ten per 
cent, and the number of beef cows and heif- 
ers is almost twenty-six and one-half per 
cent of this year’s total inventory—an un- 
usually high percentage. 

Officials are interpreting that as a strong 
sign that stockmen are making a great ef- 
fort to produce big calf crops and expand 
production. 

Preliminary surveys by the Agriculture 
Department confirm earlier reports here 
that cattle losses in winter storms are not 
as severe as anticipated. However, losses in 
weight may be heavy. 

USDA statisticians still look for total 
meat supplies this year to be about the 
same as last. Although sheep and lamb 
numbers continue to decline, hog numbers 
are up four per cent over last year. The 
spring and fall pig crops are expected to be 
ten to fifteen per cent larger than in 1948. 


Provisions of grazing permit application 
forms will be altered by USDA’s Forest 
Service at the insistence of cattlemen. 

Present wording in the forms could leave 
users of national forest grazing lands way 
out on a limb, making them responsible for 
all damages occurring in the area. 

The new wording will require that the 
government show negligence on the part of 
a permit user before damages may be col- 
lected.

Grain storage problems are piling up for 
both farmers and the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

USDA is asking Congress for full powers 
to build more storage space ... and Con- 
gress is listening . . . but farmers won’t 
see much of it this year. 

Inside fact is that Department officials 
don’t yet have the information needed to go 
ahead with a construction program. Big 
problem is to figure out just exactly where 
storage is needed most. A survey to find 
the answers is under way, but won’t be com- 
pleted for perhaps two months. 

Meanwhile, official figures show, carry- 
over of last year’s grain crops may reach a 
billion bushels. Farmers are sure to be ask- 
ed by the government to reseal a consider- 


able portion of what they now have under 
loan. 

That means even less space than usual 
for this year’s crops which look like whop- 
pers.

The Pick-Sloan plan for development of 
the Missouri basin—which aims at vastly 
improved grazing over a ten-state area with 
its approximate center at South Dakota’s 
Big Bend Dam—is under heavy fire in 
Washington. 

Latest attack on the plan comes in a re- 
port to ex-President Herbert Hoover. 

Authors of the report charge that the 


Pick-Sloan plan is wasteful, costly, ineffi-’ 


cient, and generally inadequate. 

The report is the work of a task force on 
natural resources set up as a part of the 
Hoover Commission studying government 
reorganization. Task force chairman is ex 
Gov. Leslie A. Miller, of Wyoming. 

The task force does not favor a Missouri 
Valley Authority patterned after TVA. But 
an integrated, over-all plan much like the 
TVA is strongly recommended. 

A new Department of Natural Resources 
to replace the present Interior Department 
is urged by the task force. The Army en- 
gineers and Reclamation Bureau are severe- 
ly criticized, and their consolidation is rec- 
ommended. The USDA would be given a 
larger role in basin development. 

If the report is approved by Hoover, it 
will go to Capitol Hill for consideration by 
Congress, where the lawmakers will hear 
some strong words about the Pick-Sloan 
plan, including these: 


“In the past, projects have been car- 
ried through which should never have 
been undertaken at all,” the report 
charges. “Others have been wastefully 
constructed and without regard to po- 
tential use . . . Inadequate basic data, 
inter-agency competition, and local po- 
litical pressures bear the primary re- 
sponsibility for this extravagance and 
waste.”

“X-DISEASE” APPEARS ON 
ILLINOIS FARMS 


Hyperkeratosis, the mysterious “X” dis- 
ease of cattle, has been found on at least 
twelve Illinois farms since it first appeared 
in the state early last year. And more than 
sixty cattle have had the disease. 

Dr. C. C. Morrill, University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine, says the 
outbreaks of “X” disease have been about 
evenly divided between beef and dairy cat- 
tle. Both calves and older cattle, have been 
affected. 

Some cattle get the disease and recover 
without going off feed. But most of them 
stop eating and become weak. When this 
happens, the cattle are sick from a few 
weeks to several months, and many of them 
die. Dr. Morrill says hyperkeratosis hasn’t 
looked like a major threat to Illinois live 
stock men generally. But it has been a 
serious problem on farms where it has ap- 
peared.

ELIEVING that something a little off 
the Doddie Record, and yet applying 
so significantly to the future welfare 

of our Aberdeen-An- 
gus industry would 
be of interest to all 
readers of the Aber- 
deen-Angus JOUR- 
NAL we are pre- 
senting for your 
careful reading and 
consideration Presi- 
dent A. A. Smith’s 
annual address, in 
full, as delivered at 
the annual session 
of the American Na- 
tional Live Stock 
Association in con- 
vention January 
11th to 13 inclusive, 
North Platte, Ne- 
braska. Here is the text which touches 
carefully and most intelligently upon many 
subjects in which we are all interested 
vitally, and which the various committees 
are diligently working upon. Undoubtedly 
many of our Aberdeen-Angus breeders can 
be of service to these gentlemen. 


When the war ended more than three 
years ago, we all had high hopes that by 
this time the world would be settled down 
into a peacetime economy with the major 
efforts of all countries devoted to erasing 
the ravages of war and bettering the liv- 
ing conditions of their own citizens. In- 
stead, today we find a state of chaos 
throughout the world; the shooting war re- 
placed by a so-called cold war, and con- 
fusion and uncertainty rampant every- 
where. In our history, while we have had 
years of financial prosperity unequalled in 
our history, while we have employment and 
national income at all-time record highs, 
we have not been able to escape the effects 
of the turmoil that surrounds us on all 
sides; we wonder how long it will all last. 

Meat Production—There has been a great 
deal of misunderstanding as to current 
volume of meat production and per capita 
consumption. Press reports have frequent- 
ly referred to a sharp reduction in live 
animal numbers and in meat _ supply. 
Actually, current production is still on a 
relatively high level and it is only by com- 
parison with the year 1947, when slaughter 
was very heavy and per capita consumption 
the heaviest in 40 years, that it is made to 
appear otherwise. I do not wish to burden 
you with a lot of statistics, but I would 
like to say that the estimated per capita 
consumption of meat in 1948 of 145 pounds, 
while 10 pounds below the extraordinary 
figure of 1947, compares very favorably 
with the 138-pound average consumption 
in the three pre-war years—1939 to 1941— 
or. with any recent pre-war figures. The 
total production of meat in 1948, estimated 
at a little less than 21% billion pounds, is 
still far above that of any year preceding 
1942, when the war demand and rising 
prices spurred farmers and ranchers to 
put forth extraordinary efforts to increase 
production. It must be remembered that 
the potential of meat production for 1948 
was greatly reduced by the very short corn 
crop of 1947, and it is surprising that de- 
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spite this short feed supply and resultant 
high prices there was no greater reduction 
in the amount of meat available to the con- 
suming public. 

The Demand Situation—It is true that 
the supply which I have pictured above, 
while considerably greater than our normal 
peacetime requirements before the war, has 
still not been fully adequate to meet the 
current demand for meat. There is little 
question but that the demand has _ been 
greatly stimulated by the experience of 
war workers who, with greatly expanded 
incomes, found themselves able to live on 
a much higher plane than formerly. The 
continued high national income has ex- 
tended this extraordinary demand and I 
will later discuss what we can do as an in- 
dustry to meet it. 

Livestock Numbers—Much the same mis- 
understanding that has existed with regard 
to meat supply has likewise applied to live- 
stock numbers and particularly to cattle 
numbers. The peak in cattle numbers was 
reached on Jan. 1, 1945, with a total of 
approximately 85,500,000 head, but the 
peak in numbers of beef cows and heifers 
two years old and over was not reached 
until Jan. 1, 1947, with 16,469,000 head. 
Out of the total decline in cattle numbers 
of some 7,000,000 between Jan. 1, 1945, and 
Jan. 1, 1948, the decrease in beef cows and 
heifers two years old and over was only 
409,000 head, so potential beef production 
is still near the all-time peak. In mid- 
1948, predictions were made that there 
would be a further reduction in cattle num- 
bers, during 1948, of 2,000,000 head or 
more. While the final answer will not be 
available until shortly after the middle of 
February, the sharp reduction in cattle 
slaughter during 1948 as compared with 
the peak year of 1947 (from 36,100,000 to 
an estimated 31,900,000) would seem to 
cast doubt upon the reduction’s being near- 
ly so great as indicated above. 


As we look back over the record of the 
war years and the period since the war, I 
think we can say that the livestock indus- 
try—and particularly the cattle industry— 
has done a magnificent job of production. 
It supplied meat for our armies and our 
allies in quantities never before approach- 
ed and has continued since the war a rela- 
tively high rate of production without, as 
stated above, any substantial decrease in 
the breeding herds. There has been some 
liquidation of beef animals outside the 
breeding herds. 

Canadian Imports—With the removal, on 
Aug. 16, 1948, of the ban imposed by 
Canada against the export of cattle or beef 
products to the United States, our domestic 
supply has been substantially augmented 
from the source. Up to the 22nd of De- 
cember, 1948, the imports of cattle and 
calves amounted to 263,951 head. Up to 
Dec. 18, 1948, the imports of dressed beef 
and veal were 81,206,000 pounds, or ap- 
proximately the equivalent of 162,412 cat- 
tle, making a total of approximately 426,- 
363 head. Undoubtedly, these imports 
have been a factor, coupled with seasonal 
declines and uncertainty over the election, 
in bringing about the substantial decline in 
beef prices that we have witnessed in the 
past several months. 

Price Controls—Surely the whole current

has been very substantial—as much as 25 
per cent on some of our products, We 
believe that the supply and demand Situa- 
tion is in the process of adjusting itself 
and that interference on the part of the 
federal government in an attempt to im. 
pose wartime controls upon a peactime 
economy can have no other but harmfyl 
effects. It certainly will reduce produc. 
tion because feeders would quickly begin to 
liquidate rather than run the risk of feed. 
ing high-priced grain to high-priced live. 
stock, without any knowledge of what the 
administration might do if granted the 
standby price control authority that it js 
seeking. 


Likewise, it would destroy any incentive 
on the part of the producers to increase 
production. It would certainly re-estab- 
lish the black markets, such as flourished 
practically unchecked during the latter days 
of OPA, to the profit of the racketeers 
only. It would penalize alike both produ- 
ers and consumers. We recognize the fact 
that if war returns arbitrary controls will 
come immediately, but if they do come we 
want them straight across the board with 
no picking and choosing as to commodities 
or groups to be favored or penalized. 

Costs Up, Prices Down—History records 
the fact that a break in agricultural prices 
is usually the first step in re-adjustment 
to a more normal price level following 
boom periods such as we had at the close 
of the first World War and again 10 years 
later, and such as we are now having. Un- 
fortunately history also shows that as agn- 
cultural prices drop there is a considerable 
lag in the re-adjustment on the things that 
farmers and ranchers have to buy. Already 
there has been a drop of 11 points between 
October, 1947, and November 1948, in the 
ratio of prices received to prices paid by 
farmers and ranchers. It stood at 1l4a 
little more than a year ago; 14 months later 
it had dropped to 103, so any advantage 
that we have enjoyed during and since the 
war years, in the relation of prices we have 
received to those we pay, is just about 
gone. This is another potent argument 
against any attempt further to ere 
arbitrarily agricultural income by contre 
legislation. oa

Sanders History of Aberdeen-Angus 


(Continued from page 80-J—February Issue) 


Bethel Farm, Pine Plains, New York, 
owned by Mr. Henry H. Jackson, of New 
York City, was purchased from Mr. Oak- 
leigh Thorne in December 1935: It con- 
sists of about fifteen hundred acres and 
lies in the heart of Dutchess County, where 
good pastures and fine crop lands make for 
the production of high 
quality Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. The herd 
was also purchased 
from Mr. Thorne and 
consisted of about one 
hundred and eighty- 
five breeding females. 
The cattle were gone 
over carefully and sort- 
ed; any _ undesirable 
ones from the stand- 
point of breeding, be- 
ing sent to the butcher, 
and one hundred and 
fifty of the best retain- 
ed. The first problem 
to be met was the bull end of the 
herd; and Briarcliff Mariner, a son of the 
International grand champion, Eventuation 
of Page, was chosen to head the herd. Then 
that good son of Blackcap Bandolier of 
Page, Bandolier of Anoka 7th, a full brother 
to Bandolier of Anoka 6th, Chicago grand 
champion, was selected. Two sons of 
Barbara’s Ensign are also in service. 


Under the management of Dale Fletcher, 
Mr. Jackson has been exhibiting a few 
young things at the shows for the past 
three years and has made a brilliant record. 
During the past year they have exported 
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two outstanding bulls; one, Bethel Banner, 
to Jamaica, B.W.I., and the other Bethel 
Black Mar to Buenos Aires, Argentina. 
The latter is a richly-bred son of Briarcliff 
Mariner, and his first son, Bethel Black Mar 
Jr. was junior champion at the Eastern 
States Exposition of 1939, and grand cham- 
pion as a calf, at the Maryland State Fair. 
He has since been sold to the Browns, of 
Rose Hill, Iowa. 

Bethel Farms has taken a great interest 
in the work of the young people in their 4- 
H Clubs and sponsors this heartily. Steers 
from the farm are made up right to suit a 
New York trade. The Bethel Farm herd 
takes rank at once among the best collec- 
tions of blacks in the country. 

“Far above Cayuga’s waters, with its 
waves so blue” stands the Internationally 
famous University founded by Ezra Cornell. 
He said “I would found an institution where 
any man can find instruction in any study”, 
and his dream has apparently been fulfill- 
ed; even to affording opportunity to learn, 
first hand, all about the heads, neck-veins, 
chines, loins, quarters, thighs and flanks of 
a good fat Aberdeen-Angus. Prof. Hinman 
is doing a grand work here and the farmers 
of the state seem to appreciate that fact. 

It was in 1931 that funds were granted 
for the purchase of one dozen carefully 
selected Aberdeen-Angus females and a bull, 
as well as one half dozen Hereford females 
and a bull. Most of the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle came from Briarcliff. It should be 
borne in mind in this connection that there 
were already a few range-bred Herefords 


on the University farm at this time; some 
of which were retained. Furthermore since 
there are some five breeding Aberdeen 


Angus cattle in the state to each breeding 
Hereford, it was felt that the number of 
Herefords bought must be kept considerably 
below the number of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
brought into the University herd. The 
black breeding females now number about 
twenty, and every time a new bull has been 
purchased for use with this group, great 
care has been exercised in his selection. The 
place reached among the show herds of the 
East, as well as the prices brought at pub- 
lic auction by animals produced, have justi- 
fied this procedure. State fair champions 
and grand champions have been produced, 
but almost equally ag _ interesting is the 
eagerness with which farmers throughout 
the state buy the surplus from the breeding 
herd. 

Prof. Hinman thinks that good black cat- 
tle have only commenced to occupy the 
place they could well fill in our northeast- 
ern states’ agriculture. He says: “many 
farmers in this section have learned the 
lesson which one-crop farming eventually 
will teach. Farmers who were originally 
dairy farmers realize the sense of raising 
these animals as a method of keeping the 
surplus of milk in the right hands, Fruit 
and vegetable farmers are learning that 
mineral fertilizers are with them only 
partial substitute for barn yard maulure. 
Experiments have indicated that land aban- 
doned so far ag crop raising is a 
has yielded (after fertilization and hae 
controlled grazing) two hundred pounds 0 
live weight gain per acre on steers. ‘™ 
income from this represents a lo h 
ing, and usually a much quicker return that 
forestry offers.

‘Where’, he says, “we 
found Dale Fletcher, more than 100 per 
cent in both advising and helping make 
selections.” One of these especially, Bonnie 
Miss Burgess of Bethel, by Briarcliff Mar- 
iner deserves mention. She is a show heifer 
and did well both at the Eastern States 
and at Centerville, Maryland. Two good 
heifers from Bethel, are a McHenry Bar- 
bara, by Briarcliff Anoka 7th, which Mr.

Flying Cloud Farms is developing cattle 
from the standpoint of being a producer of 
good foundation stock, thriftily grown out 
in farm condition to be available at moder- 
ate prices to farmers in New England 
whose business it is to produce beef rather 
than highly fitted show cattle and for 
preeders carrying show strings. Since 1938 
steers have been grown out and sold in the 
New England market under conditions 
which have satisfied the owner that beef 
can be grown and sold in the East to better 
advantage than milk in areas where less 
than six cents is obtained at wholesale. 
Growing of beef requires a new outlook and 
new methods, but it presents a constructive 
program in diversification with other farm 
income available in large areas of New 
England under progressive farm manage- 
ment, Flying Cloud Farms is not a hobby 
farm but a dirt farm, pioneering to show 
the practicability of growing beef for the 
block rather than for show. 


RHODE ISLAND 


The Glen Farm Aberdeen-Angug herd at 
Newport, R. I. on April 1, 1942, consisted 
of sixty-four cows, thirteen heifer yearlings, 
two mature bulls, and one yearling bull; 
also fifteen steers and eight 1942 calves 
making a total herd of one hundred and 
three head of cattle. 

The herd was started in November, 1934, 
by the purchase from Briarcliff Farm, Pine 
Plains, New York, of the bull Briarcliff 
Black Lad 6th, by Envidon of Glencarnock, 
out of Glenearnock Lassie, and fourteen 
females of the Blackcap, Edella, and Bar- 
bara McHenry blood lines. In July 1937 
Briarcliff Keyman, by Briarcliff Prudent, 
out of Thorndale Lassie 36th, was purchas- 
ed to replace Briarcliff Black Lad 6th. 

In March 1940 a second group of animals 
was purchased at the Central [Illinois 
Breeders’ Association Spring Sale at Con- 
gerville, Illinois, consisting of two bulls, 
fifteen cows and two heifer calves predom- 
nately of the Lantz Blackeap blood lines. 
One of the bulls, Blackecap Revolt M. 36th, 
by Blackeap Revolt M. 24th, out of Black- 
cap Intensive M. 17th, was placed in the old 
herd to replace Briarcliff Keyman. The 
other bull, Dell’s Evolution 50th, by Ener- 
gy’s Marshall 2d, out of Elga Erica Dell 
sth, was used for breeding in the new herd.

PENNSYLVANIA LIVE STOCK 
BREEDERS MEET AND ELECT 

The prospect for some improvement in 
live stock prices, at least until next fall, 
was held out for farmers at the eighth an- 
nual meeting of the Southwestern Pennsyl- 
vania Live Stock Breeders Association held 
recently (February 25th) at Brownsville, 
Pennsylvania. 

“Experienced and efficient feeders should 


be able to show a profit,” Dr. Kenneth 
Hood, extension agricultural economist of 
the Pennsylvania State College, told the 
group. He emphasized careful grading and 
efficient marketing of animals to benefit 
from premium prices paid for top quality. 

William B. Connell, extension live stock 
specialist, said live stock producers can ex- 
pect lower prices eventually as they level 
off, but encouraged them to stay with the 
business for which they are best fitted. 

Both speakers pointed to a possible im- 
provement in the sheep situation in view of 
a likely continued strong demand for fine 
wool and for meat. Hood told the breed- 
ers “the best time to build up flocks is be- 
fore everyone gets the idea.” Connell said 
“there is forty-five per cent less fine wool 
produced in the United States today than 
ten years ago.”

li-time record with a total production in 
excess of 3.6 billion bushels), it was hoped 
that there would be a very heavy volume 
of cattle feeding during the winter season. 
However, it soon transpired that uncertain- 
ty over what the future held and reluctance 
on the part of bankers to finance cattle 
feeders at prices existing early in the fall 
operated as a sharp deterrent to the volume 
of feeding. Consequently, in the period 
from July 1 to Nov. 1, there was little 
change in the number of cattle shipped to 
the principal Corn Belt states as compared 
with a year ago. 

By that time, however, the substantial 
decline in prices of feeder cattle loosened 
the sources of credit and encouraged feed- 
ers to stock up. As a result, in the month 
of November there was an increase of 
almost 50 per cent in the number of cattle 
moving to the eight principal Corn Belt 
states—461,000 head in round numbers, 
compared with 321,000 head for the same 
month a year earlier—so there will be 
some increase in the number fed, although 
not so great as would ordinarily have been 
the case with the huge corn supply avail- 
able. In the western states, also, it is re- 
ported that cattle feeding is on a higher 
level than last year. 


There has been some liquidation of short- 
fed cattle due to the sharp price drop; and 
it now appears that a majority of the cat- 
tle on feed are calves and yearlings, so that 
the beef supply available during the first 
quarter of 1948 and the first part of the 
second quarter will be reduced, and the 
supply later in the summer increased ac- 
cordingly. 

There is little question but that one fac- 
‘or in the reluctance of feeders to take on 
a big load of cattle under present conditions 
is the support price for corn. With the 
high yields resulting from the planting of 
ybrid seed corn, it is currently profitable 
- raise corn and sell it at the support price 
o approximately $1.45 a bushel and thus 
avoid the risk of feeding livestock. While

I do not wish to recommend that any in- 
dividual should increase his own operations. 
Most ranchers operate at, or near, capacity 
in order to be as efficient and economical 
as possible, but I have tried to give you the 
major factors in the situation so that each 
of you can exercise his own judgment as 
to expansion through acquiring additional 
facilities or otherwise. 

No Longer A_ Sellers’ Market—During 
the war, and until six months ago, we en- 
joyed a sellers’ market, the like of which I 
am afraid will not soon return. There was 
a world-wide shortage of almost everything. 
Those who had the facilities for production 
of almost any commodity had few worries 
as to price and profit. That is no longer 
true, Today in our commodity and in many 
others it is quite definitely a buyer’s mar- 
ket. The slowness with which feeders 
from the Corn Belt took hold of feeding 
cattle this fall emphasized that fact. The 
concurrent decline in the market for fat 
stock gave further proof of it. 

While prices are still profitable, in most 
cases, we must look ahead to the time

Mr. Firpo intimated that more good heads 
could be seen in Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
his country than he had seen in this country. 
However, our best headed cattle compare 
wry favorably with the best of his own 
land. One point he stressed in his admira- 
tion of our Aberdeen-Angus was the matter 
of smoothness of fleshing and fleshing 


qualities. He thinks American Doddies are 
unusually good in their fleshing over the 
back and loin. 

One point of difference between Argen- 
tine and American breeders, apparently, is 
the matter of straightness of bottom line, 
as well as top line. Low flanked bulls and 
females with depth and width of quarter 
are a must with Argentine breeders, he 
emphasized. 

While Mr. Firpo declined to comment on 
the point those knowing the situation in 
Argentina say that young Bandoliermere 
38th will be accorded more than passing 
scrutiny by breeders in that country. Pre- 
viously all importations of bulls have been 
from Scotland. However, the prominence 
and position of the Firpo herd is such that 
the innovation can be taken in stride. 

Raul Firpo impressed us ag a sound cat- 
tleman not bound too much by tradition. 
He got a real kick out of the fact that at 
the International many of the animals were 
shown by their owners, rather than by 
herdsmen, as in his country. He would like 
to see the same thing started in his own 
country. He was especially interested in 
the job done by Sam Fullerton in showing 
Prince Sunbeam 328th to the junior and 
reserve grand championship. Sam, it will 
be remembered, judged the great Palermo 
show in 1944. His selection as grand cham- 
pion bull was the Firpo entry, Estimajilt of 
Moon. The year before Otto V. Battles was

When I started to breed Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, as a Very young man many years 
ago, the family name was much more of a 
controversial issue than it is today which 
encourages me to believe that: during the 
intervening years breeders have made a 
more intelligent study of the subject. 

I have a vivid recollection of the com- 
ments of a number of important breeders 


at the time of my purchase of Glenfoil 
Thick Set 2d, as a very young and inexper- 
ienced breeder; breeders who felt. that as 
such I was in need of advice, a fact of 


which I was fully aware. However, I very 
strongly felt that I knew what I was doing 
when I bought this promising young bull in 
an auction sale for three hundred and fifty 
dollars, and his subsequent winnings of three 
unparalleled International grand cham- 
pionships and his record as a sire proved 
this to be true. At the time of buying this 
bull, however, I was told that I had pur- 
chased a bull of a plain family (he was a 
Miss Copeland) and that for this reason I 
should not use him as a herd sire. I could 
not see the logic of this reasoning as his 
pedigree contained the names of many of 
the most illustrious animals of the breed at 
that time including the great bull, Black - 
Woodlawn, as a grandsire. In fact, I felt I 
had secured a bargain in Glenfoil Thick Set 
2d which, of course, proved to be the case. 
Had he been a member of one of the so 
called popular families of that time I doubt 
if with my limited means I would have 
been able to own him. 

During my association with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, which covers a great many 
years, I have seen the popularity of cer- 
tain families wax and wane for no other 
reason than that they had outlived the 
glamour which had first been attached to

them or that there was no longer a scarcity 
of animals of a pre viously highly publicized 
tribe.

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The two scientist’s experiments at Kan- 
sas State indicate that trichloroacetates 
(TCA’s) will kill the harmful grasses and 
leave the soil free for crops within thirty 
to ninety days depending on the amount of 
rainfall. 

They obtained favorable results with 
TCA on Johnson grass, quack grass, ber- 
muda grass, bluegrass, buffalo grass, crab- 
grass, foxtail, chess and prickly pear cactus. 
Up to. disclosure of their experiments, 
prickly pear cactus had been recognized for 
its resistance to weed-killing chemicals. 
Now TCA offers more promise for con- 
trolling cactus than any other chemical 
known. 

TCA’s may be used to control harmful 
perennial grasses in cultivated fields, along 
roadsides and irrigation ditch banks and to 
eradicate prickly pear cactus from the 
pastures and ranges of the Southwest. 

Eighty to 150 pounds an acre are requir- 
ed to kill perennial grasses; twenty to sixty 
pounds an acre controls the annual grasses. 
TCA also will kill germinating grass seed, 
so it offers a method of controlling weedy 
grasses before they emerge from the soil. 

TCA seems to control shallow rooted 
grasses best when applied to the soil after 
the top growth of the grasses has been re- 
moved. Grasses with deep root systems, 
however, are controlled better when TCA 
is applied to the foliage.

Blackcap Empress and Evergreen Ericas. 

With a top selling bull and the nucleus of 
a good herd Les O’Bryan didn’t stop. The 
J. Garrett Tolan sale of the same year saw 
him secure three daughters of Eileenmere 
85th, the 1935 International champion and 
two by Eileenmere 122d. At the Hopley- 
Hanna-McGregor sale in 1942 more top fe- 
males were acquired—including two daugh- 
ters of the Pat Donohoe bull, Envoy of 
Erin, and two by Eston of Quality. Includ- 
ed in the purchases was a daughter of 
Eventuation of Bordulac who was destined 
to make some history in the Lakewood 
herd. That same spring at the Glyn Mawr 
auction five Miss Burgess daughters were 
bought. Three were by Revelation 11th, one 
je Burgess 23d and one by Elgon Marshall 
2d. 
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It took about a year for the new breeder 
to find out that he was really in the Aber- 
deen-Angus business. For as soon as the 
Prince Sunbeam calves started dotting the 
landscape it was evident that Lakewood 
had a breeding bull. Two years later, at 
the 1945 National Sale in Chicago—a son 
and four daughters sold for an average of 
$2,600.00. In 1946 and 1947 Prince Sun- 
beam 18th sons and daughters met with 
strong demand. In 1946 five heifers by the 
“19th” averaged $5,660.00. In the three 
years fifteen head sold for an average of 
over $3,700.00 at the National sale. And in 
other sales, the Central Regional and the 
Chicagoland, calves by the “19th” were in 
strong demand. 

But when he was just in his prime, and 
with his reputation made as a sire, Prince 
Sunbeam 19th died following an operation 
for the removal of kidney stones. It was a 
case of the operation being a success but of. 
the patient failing to survive. Although 
promising young sons were on the farm the 
rome | problem was to find a bull of 
comparable siring ability. There aren’t 
many of that kind. In the Caldwell disper- 
sion in Ohio, however, a son of Black Prince 
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of Sunbeam, Prince Sunbeam 28th, was 
offered for sale. He was equally well bred 
on the dam’s side for Elslow 3d of Strath- 
more was by the champion Revolution 
100th. ‘ 

Still looking for insurance of a sound 
breeding program Mr. and Mrs. O’Bryan 
attended the Ralph Smith dispersion in the 
fall of 1948. The Lakewood owner was 
interested in just one of the bulls offered, 
the $40,000.00 Prince Eric of Sunbeam, by 
Prince Sunbeam 29th. 

One of the great individuals of the breed 
the young calves around marked Prince 
Eric as a bull with a great future.

His owner considers him a bar- 
gain basement special at the price. For if 
any man knows the value of a good bull in 
a top herd of top cows it is Les O’Bryan. 
At any rate it is no secret that he would 
have paid considerably more for Prince Eric 
and would still have considered him a con- 
servative investment. For one thing he re- 
members that just a month before Prince 
Sunbeam 19th died he was offered what 
would have been the all-time record price 
for an Aberdeen-Angus sire. He refused 
it because he figured the “19th” worth as 
much, or more, in his own herd. 

With Prince Eric around, and some 
young sons of Prince Sunbeam 19th 
developing, the Wisconsin breeder for a 
time toyed with the idea of selling Prince 
Sunbeam 28th. But not any more. It is the 
opinion of this writer that of the many fine 
young things being developed at Lakewood 
some of the really outstanding ones are 
those sired by this son of Black Prince of 
Sunbeam.

4) pounds. The first winter they are 


roughed through on legume hay and silage, 


gaining approximately 100 pounds. On 
pasture all season they put on 150 pounds 
and are roughed through another winter. 
The second pasture season they weigh 1000 
pounds and go into the feed lot for two or 
three weeks at the end of this season. In 
the feed lot they are fed about ten bushels 
of corn a piece before going to market, 
weighing from 1200 to 1250 pounds and 
grading good to choice. This method 
markets a large volume of roughage. Wheat 
and lespedeza pasture was used. It was 
calculated that 288 pounds of beef were 
produced by one acre. The wheat pasture, 
in terms of beef produced, was worth 
$86.50 per acre. Costs of production were 
kept at a minimum with 60% of the gain 
being made on grass. 

Dyer emphasized that for this method to 
be most successful, good calves are needed 
to start with, good roughage must be fed 
in the winter, good pasture must be avail- 
able in the summer and time is required. 
Dyer thought this method or variations of 
it would-be successful in Iowa—especially 
the southern part. He said he drove to 
Ottumwa from Columbia and was unable to 
discern where the State of Missouri left off 
and the State of Iowa began. 

The next speaker was E. G. Stoneberg, 
Farm Management Specialist of Tipton, 
Iowa. He thoroughly discussed the economic 
situation, leaving his impressions regard- 
ing the future. He warned that cattle 
feeders will have to become better buyers 
and sellers to be more sure of a profit. 

Dr. R. J. Beamer, Ottumwa veterinarian,

about shipping fever. He urged live stock 
men in general to feed plenty of legume 
hay with the surplus corn available to pre- 
vent vitamin A deficiency.

NEW BANG’S CONTROL 
BILL IN COLORADO 


Sponsored by the Colorado Cattlemen’s 
Association and the Colorado Hereford As- 
sociation a Bang’s disease control bill has 
been introduced into the legislature of that 
state. 

The bill provides that after January 1, 
1951, all heifer calves in the state shall be 
vaccinated against brucellosis between the 
ages of six and fifteen months. The vac- 
cination program will be under the super- 
vision or approval of the state veterinarian. 
Expense of the compulsory vaccination 
“shall be borne by the owner of said heifer 
calves.” 

Rules for identifying vaccinated heifer 
calves will be worked out by the Colorado 
Board of Stock Inspectors.

_The spray mixture consists of seven and 
one-half pounds of derris or cube powder to 
100 gallons of water. 

Last year more than 7,000,000 cattle were 
treated by one of these methods, nearly all 


by the use of spraying equipment. There 
is often a film over the opening in the hide 
and a sprayer with at least 400 pounds 
pressure usually removes this film so that 
the rotenone can enter the hole to kill the 
grub with which it comes in contact. 

In the southern states where dipping vats 
are available, some make use of these where 
the cattle are completely submerged in a 
mixture consisting of ten pounds of ground 
cube or derris, two ounces of a wetting 
agent such as sodium lauryl sulfate, and. 
100 gallons of water. The present trend is 
strongly toward the spraying method which 
has proved very effective at a relatively 
low cost.

conditions practically all owners in certain 
counties will wish to cooperate. 
Congressional and state appropriations 
are entirely justified because cattle grubs 
are a menance to the entire nation, reduc- 
ing the supply of meat and leather to the 
disadvantage of the consumer as well as the 
producer. With a few selected counties in 
each state, especially in range territory 
where the damage is greatest, to demon- 
strate the effectiveness of area treatment, 
the advantages will be so great that other 
counties will join in the general program. 


There is every reason to believe that with © 


the nearly complete eradication of cattle 
grubs in a county prices on feeder cattle 
produced in such a county will be increased 
materially to give future momentum to the 
county-area plan. 

A recent test made by a State Experi- 
ment Station showed that one lot of ten 
infested cattle treated by the spray method 
gained an average of one-fourth pound each 
per day more than the same quality of in- 
fested, untreated cattle. The treated cattle 
required ten per cent less feed for 100 
pounds of gain than the untreated. rf 

Market salesmen say that cattle obvious- 
ly infested with grubs sell on the market 
for practically fifty cents per hundred- 
weight less than the same quality of cattle 
apparently free from these parasites. 

A few days ago we asked one of the local

seven steers infested with grubs. Of that 
number, twenty-nine were badly infested 
and the carcasses were lowered one full 
grade by the- trimming-out process, con- 
stituting a loss of two and one-half cents 
per pound, or a total of $512.50. Many of 
the loins were so badly damaged that they 
had to be boned, which meant a loss of 
$10.00 per hundredweight on seventeen per 
cent of the carcass weight, or $1.70 per 
hundredweight on the entire carcass. Of 
the fifty-seven cattle, forty-four hides were 
graded number two which amounted to a 


loss of $37.00. The entire loss on the fifty-— 


seven head was $1,248.81. This was a 
rather bad: lot of cattle but the average 
loss on grubby cattle is at least fifty cents 
per hundredweight which is a direct loss 
to the owner. 

Dairy cows infested with grubs produce 
less milk per hundred pounds of feed given 
them. This, of course, is the result of the 
irritation that takes place particularly when 
the holes are cut through the skin. 

STATE FUNDS—Many of the states will 
provide funds at this session of their Leg- 
islatures for cooperative work with the U.

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cooperative work, will give a good start in 
county area treatment. 

It is only under this community plan that 
cattle grubs can eventually be eradicated 
from the nation. As the heel fly may move 
through the air a considerable distance, 
perhaps a mile, a herd made free may be 
reinfested by an adjoining infested herd. 

It would not be wise to make the treat- 
ment compulsory; however, it is believed 
that if a large majority agree voluntarily 
under the conditions that the cost of roten- 
one and spraying equipment will be paid out 
of public funds, the owners to furnish the 
necessary help, that when the work is start- 
ed, all will agree. 

Inasmuch as cattle free from grubs make 
better gains than irritated, infested cattle, 
and that when sold for slaughter cattle 
obviously grubby bring from twenty-five 
cents to fifty cents per hundredweight less 
than the same quality of cattle free from 
these parasites, there is reason to believe 
that once a county is practically free, they 
will command a higher price on the feeder 
market to give future momentum to the 
area treatment. 

There are a number of State Legislatures 
that will provide funds this winter to match 
the Federal allotments, to such states, for 
area treatment and it is hoped the next 
Congress will approprite a fund equal to 
the total State appropriations.

PAYS FOR ITSELF 


Conservation farming pays off in cold 
cash in one to four years, states E, L 
Sauer, soils economist employed jointly by 
the University of Illinois College of Agr: 
culture, and the federal soil Conservatio 
Service, 

Although the returns are not immediate, 
long-term net profits were from $4.17 to 
$10.63 an acre higher on various high-con- 
servation farms in Illinois than on similar 
low-conservation farms, Sauer said. Both 
types of farms practiced conservation, one 
quite intensively and the other very little 
This was the only difference between them 

Sauer, one of three men in the Unite 
States studying the costs and profits of soil 
conservation, has been working on this 
problem for eleven years. 

The complete cost of setting up a cor 
servation plan would average $34.12 an 
acre, a survey of 124 farms shows. This 
sum includes $11.46 an acre for extra build- 
ings, equipment, machinery, and live stock, 
plus $22.66 an acre for lime, phosphate, 
fertilizer, and conservation practices.

MEAT DIET PROMOTES 
STRONG TEETH F 


Interviews with dentists from every sec- 
tion of the country in attendance at a na- 
tional dental convention just held in Chi- 
cago indicate that the members of this 
profession are increasingly conscious of the 
value of good nutrition in the prevention of 
dental disease, according to Anna E. Bol- 
ler, director of the department of nutrition 
of the National Live Stock and Meat Board. 
They recognize the value of meat and other 
essential foods in the diet as a preventive 
measure. 

A dentist attending the convention from 
Lincoln, Nebraska, pointed to his observa- 
tions while in Alaska and the Aleutian Is- 
lands during World War II, which indicated 
the relationship between a meat diet and 
healthy teeth. In one group of twenty-two 
Eskimos, for example, all but one were free 
from any evidence of dental decay. These 
Eskimos subsisted almost entirely on meat. 

Miss Boller also called attention to a re- 
cent report received by the Board from Dr. 
T. Ockerse, chief dental officer of the Un- 
ion of South Africa. Dr. Ockerse states that 
it has been observed that dental caries, or 
teeth decay, is usually very low among peo- 
ple whose diet is high in meat and low in 
carbohydrate foods.
